hours. that could be spent boating rather than repairing a trailer 
besides a lonely road late at night. 

Check the air pressire in the tires. Under-inflated tires cause 
more blowouts on the road than anything else, Without the proper 
amount of air, tires can overheat and fail. After extended periods of 
towing, recheck the pressure as well. 

Check the bearing protectors and add’ new marine grease if nec- 
essary. The spring-loaded piston should be approximately 1/8-inch 
from its seated position. 

Make sure your lights are working. It only takes a minute to 
ensure that running lights. stoplights and turn signals are working. 

Inspect your safety chains. Safety chains should always be used 
‘regardless of how far you're going, Cross the chains under the trail- 
ertongue. If they're too:long, give them a couple of twists to keep 
them from dragging. 

Be sure the winch strap is connected to the bow eye of the boat: 
and that the winch mechanism is in the “on” position’ This avoids 
the embarrassment of having your boat bounce off the trailer, 

Check the brakes and braking system if your trailer has them. It’s 
easier to find-out your brakes need repair or adjustment a few blocks 
from home than it is on-a-six, percent grade enroute to the lake. 

Good driving habits are especially important When towing a trail- 
er, Keep these guidelines in mind when behind the wheel: 

Avoid sudden stops‘and maneuyers, Remember that your tow 
Vehicle not only has to slow itself, but also the weight of what it is 
towing. Leaye plenty of room ahead, behind and beside you when 
on the road, 

Be sure yours mirrors are properly adjusted,

Elba council moves ahiead

The Elba City Council took 
action Monday evening to move 
forward with the paving of ses 
eral city streets. The proposed 
street paving is divided into two 
separate. projects, One is oa 
$100,000. project to be fanded 
by an Alabama-Department of 
Transportation (DOT) grant 
The other is a larger project and 
will be funded with local gas tax 
funds 

The DOT. project. includes 
several downtown streets 
Court (from Collier to Putman): 
Factory Street (from Collier to 
Putman) Collier. Street (to 
‘Claxton. Street) -and Simmons 


Street, Much. of ‘this - work 


includes, repairing numerous 
cracks’ in the existing streets, 
and this: will be accomplished 
after milling down the present 
asphalt, : 
The city. Will have to complete 
the work and then get the reim- 
bursément from DOT, according 
to. Elba “Mayor James Grimes. 
This will mean. borrowing. the 
money and repaying it With the 
state funds When they arrive. 
The locally funded streets on 
the suggested list. are: Cordelia 
Street, Hickman. Avenue, Farris 
Avenue, Forrest Lake Drive and 
Gibson Street ‘ 
Mayor Grimes said during the 
council meeting that there are a 


number of other streets. in town’ 


Which® need. resurfacing, but 


Transportation continues its 
progress towards the 4-laning of 
US. Hwy 84 Thursday evening, 
June 14 (TODAY),.as another 
Design Public Hearing is sched: 
uled at the. Elba Elementary

Drive, Elba. 

The ‘meeting ‘will, be held 
between the hours of 5 p.m, and 
7 p.m, and will focus on the 4- 
laning of U.S. 84 from County 
Road 364 in.Coffee County to 
State Road 125 in Elba.
